J o hn C. N ew went for a drive with the 
President Saturday afternoon, dined and 
smoked witli 1dm later, and took a walk with 
him before going to bed. Tbe President and 
Mr. New do not appear to have quarreled. 
Mn. C lev ela n d is celebrating his 52d 
birthday to-day by starting on his trip to 
Cuba. There will be yet four opportunities 
to run for President before he reaches the age 
of the elder Ilarrison when elected. But 
Democratic Presidents, after having been re­ 
tired by the people, do not run again. 


O m aiia enforced the Sunday law yesterday 
against the saloons. Every one was shut, and 
only three arrests for drunkenness were 
made, against a previous average of thirty. 
The license business has been taken out of 
polities by placing it in the hands of the Fire 
and Police Commission, which is appointed 
by the Governor. 


G e n . T racy declares that lie will permit 
no man to work in the navy yards who is not 
an efficient and skillful mechanic. These 
places, he says, are not to be asylums for the 
incompetent aud worthless. With these de­ 
clarations for a platform the Postmaster Gen­ 
eral appears to have committed himself lo a 
clean sweep. 


Ilo b er t G. B u rto n, Mormon, has been in 
hiding three years in Utah for violating the 
federal laws relating to polygamy. On Sat­ 
urday he surrendered ard appeared before 
Judge Sanford, who fiued him $158, includ­ 
ing costs. Mr* Burton now thinks this is a 
cheap price for three years’ self banishment. 
The Gentiles think so too, and are indignant 
at Sanford, whose astonishing leniency is at­ 
tributed to his Democracy. 
TnE cyclone that traveled up the Atlantic 
coast last week started eastward after reach­ 
ing New England, and is supposed to be fol­ 
lowing the Gulf Stream to Europe. The 
cyclone which started from the Pacific coast 
has spread out from Dakota to Texas, aud 
is not likely to reach the East in a day or 
two. The double barreled cyclone that was 
traveling overland from the Southwest has 
not been heard from. The Signal Service 
predicts mild weather. 
T he young man captured as the supposed 
murderer of Snell, the Chicago millionaire, 
is found to be another person. He was not 
captured in Manitoba but in California» 
whither he had gone after being tracked to 
the former country. Two Chicagoans, ac­ 
companied by two detectives, have traveled 
8,000 miles in three weeks in search of the 
fugitive. The man whom they captured is 
said to bear a remarkable resemblance to 
Taseott, but is the son of a wealthy Califor­ 
nia family. The man-hunlcrs have returned 
home greatly discouraged. 
It is believed in Ottawa that the American 
lioodlers have succeeded in buying up enough 
members of Parliament to defeat the Weldon 
bill, which provided for the return of the 
embezzling fugitives to this country. The 
bill should have come up in the House for 
second reading last Tuesday, hut it did not, 
and the delay is suspicous. It is known that 
the boodlers in Montreal have raised $50,000 
and sent lo Ottawa and placed it where it will 
do the most good for the gang. Canada will 
soon find it necessary to punish her own 
boodlers for yielding to the seductive wiles 
of the thief colonists.

C o ngressm en tire talking of raising their 
salaries to $10,000 a year. The resignation 
of Senator Chace of Rhode Island gave an 
impetus to the subject. Ilo could no longer 
afford to labor in Washington for $5,000 a 
year, and believes that lie would have been 
ichcr if lie had stayed at home and attended 
to his cottou factory. The country could 
better afford to pay $10,000 to comparatively 
poor Senators like Chace Edmunds, Evarts, 
etc., than to permit Bonanza Kings like 
Ilearst and the late Mr. Fair to buy their way 
into the Senate. The “affirmative” of this 
question has enough argument on its side to 
ask a respectful hearing. But let all Con­ 
gressmen beware of back-pay grabbing. 


F ra n k J o nes, the big brewer of New 
Hampshire, has sold his two breweries, lo­ 
cated in Portsmouth and BostOD, to the Eng­ 
lish syndicate. The buyers will capitalize 
the property at $2,100,000, and issue $2,100,- 
000 of first mortgage bonds at 5 per cent and 
. 2,100,000 second mortgage bonds at 7 per 
cent. Mr. Jones is to remain in charge, and 
will hold one-third of the stock and bonds. 
He guarantees the interest on the bonds and 
dividends amounting to 15 per cent for three 
years. This arrangement will take Mr. Jones 
out of politics, and Republican stock in New 
Hampshire will go up. If Ed. Murphy 
should sell his brewery in Troy, the Demo­ 
cratic party of New York would break up. 


M essrs. Cleveland. Bayard, Vilas and 
Dickinson, who are off for Cuba to-day, may 
be able to do the United States a trifling 
service by ascertaining the price for which 
the Island can be bought. The Democrats 
are in great need of a new state at the South 
to offset the Republican gains in the North­ 
west. Mr. Buchanan considered the acqui­ 
sition of so much political importance before 
the war that he joined in the famous Ostend 
Manifesto, which served notice upon Spain 
that if she refused to sell the island it would 
be taken from her. The Democratic party 
soon afterwards gave up the policy of annexa­ 
tion and substituted that of secession. Ttie 
country wants no more manifestoes, but it ex 
pects to hear a very favorable accouut of 
Cuba when the distinguished travelers return 
T he report of United States Consul Mason 
at Marseilles states that the wheat crop of 
France was 89,274,828 hectoliters in 1888 
against 117,723,910 in 1887. The yearly con­ 
sumption is 120,000,000 hectoliters. Hence 
the importation to supply the deficiency 
must lie 87,259,488 bushels. A strong agita­ 
tion has spruug up in France, says the re­ 
port, in favor of abolishing the tariff duty of 
5 francs per quintal on imported wheat. This 
accords with the American idea of tbe tariff, 
which is not laid here upon those kinds of 
foreign commodities which 'cannot be raised 
at home. The United States does not tax tea 
aud coffee, and the Republican party has 
done its utmost to practically remove tlic 
duty on sugar. But the American farmer 
will piense notice that France wants wheat 
and must buy it from America, as the crop is 
short all over Europe. The free trade threat 
that Europe would stop buying bread of us if 
we did not abolish our tariffs is in little dan­ 
ger of being carried out,

MEDICAL M ONOPLY NOT 
W ANTED. 
[Boston Daily Globe, February 7, 18S9.J 
“In the Legislature of Massachusetts a bill 
is now pending whose object is to prohibit, 
under penalty of fine and imprisonment, the 
practice of ‘medicine, surgery or midwifery’ 
by any oilier than the “regular” physicians. 
Tlie attempt to pass such a bill lias been made 
before, but it failed. It is a measure which 
ought not to pass, lieeause it invades the per 
sonal liberty of the citizen; not the personal 
liberty of the ‘irregular’ physician only, but 
of the patient. 
“Only yesterday Dr. Holt, in a paper read 
before tlie Massachusetts Mcdioo-Logni So 
ciety, an organization of “ regular” physi­ 
cians, complained of the ignorance of his 
professional brethren as shown in the notori­ 
ous Robinson poisoning cases. 
“This crime,” said tiic doctor, “one of the 
greatest in our medical history, would never 
have been discovered but for the suspicions 
aroused outside the profession.” And he 
called attention to the fact that in five of the 
poisoning cases tin' regular physician certi­ 
fied the cause of death to he pneumonia, ty­ 
phoid fever, meningitis, bowel disease and 
Bright’s disease respectively. 
“This shows how far the ‘ regular ’ physi­ 
cians are from being infallible. 
“ It would seem to lie more in accordance 
with iustice and common sense were they to 
perfect their own knowledge before they ap­ 
peal to law to prohibit others from healing. 
“ Not longago a Globe reporter called upon 
10 ‘ regular ’ physicians on the same day, 
inti described bis symptoms in exactly the 
same language to each. The 10 physicians 
‘nforined him that he was suffering from 10 
lifferent diseases ami gave him 10 different 
prescriptions, each utterly inconsistent with 
the others. 
“ Tbe implied claim that there is any cer- 
ainty in ‘ regular’ medicine as at present 
practiced, is absurd. All medical practice, 
outside of tlie simplest complaints, is more 
or less guess work and experiment, whether 
regular or irregular. 
“ When Garfield was shot live of the most 
amous regular physicians in the country 
pent three months probing for the bullet in 
lie region of bis left hip, and after his death 
it was found under his right shoulder-blade.” 
We have but a word to add, which is that 
the above is the doctrine Messrs. Ii. H. W ar­

TIRED OF THE SOLID W i H . 


Roger A. Pryor, ex -C onfcderale General, 
and a noted Southern fire-eater and f n c 
trader in past days, has been talking to the 
N ew York H era ld concerning the effect 
of 
Harrison’s adm inistration upon the South. 
Gen. Pryor was a faithful Dem ocrat and free 
trade apostle in the late cam paig n, but it is 
plain that the election has made an im pres­ 
sion upon him . 
He thinks that if H arrison 
w ill conduct his adm inistration 
upon 
tw o 
lines laid down in his inaug ural—abstention 
from race controv ersies and firm support o f a 
protective tariff—he w ill break up the Solid 
South and attach a v ery large proportion of 
the Southern vote to the Republican party. 
H e sees but tw o influences operating ag ainst 
this tendency, and these are long association 
o f the people with the D em ocratic party and 
the unw illing ness of the leaders to surrender 
their hold upon office. 
But Gen. Pryor is conv inced that the tariff 
policy of the Republican party is g oing to 
w in with the people. 
"Ev en in T ex as,” he 
says, "where there are no m anufactures, the 
w ool interest dem ands protection. 
T he m in­ 
eral resources of V irg inia, Alabam a, T en nes­ 
see and other states also demand protection. 
T hen, too, 
cotton 
factories 
are rapidly 
spring ing up in the cotton states. 
The com ­ 
bined effect of these influences is to m ake the 
Southern people the cham pions of a protec­ 
tiv e policy.” 
A nd the only reason, 
sa)8 
Gen. Pryor, w h y the South 
has rem ained 
with the Democratic^party in violation of the 
tariff conv ictions o f the majority, is the de­ 
termination to keep the educated w hite classes 
in 
control 
o f 
the 
g ov ernm ents 
in 
that 
section. 
H e 
thinks 
Gen. 
Harri­ 
son 
intends 
to 
treat 
this 
race 
issue in a conserv ativ e spirit, and attaches 
much importance to his ancestral relation 
w ith Virginia. 
T he General declared iu con 
elusion that he was still a Dem ocrat and a 
Southern man in his v iew s of public policy, 
but " d id not believ e that the disruption o f 
the Solid South w ould be of detrim ent to the 
Dem ocratic party.” 
Dem ocratic solidity at 
the South had made a solid Republican 
North. 
For any loss of v otes by the break, 
iug up of the Solid South " th e Dem ocratic 
party would be more than indem nified by an 
accession of votes and power in the N orth .’ 
T he v ictory is half won when D em ocratic 
leaders begin to adm it that the Solid South is 
destined to be broken up. 
It is m uch more 
than half won when these same leaders con ­ 
fess that the breaking up w ould be a g ood 
thing for the South. Gen. Pryor still adheres 
to the free trade theory, he thinks it a dem on­ 
strable doctrine; but he has made the discov ­ 
ery that "oth er tliau mere econom ical inter­ 
ests must operate in the conception o f a 
schem e of public p olicy.” This w ill certainly 
fill with disg ust our m ug w um p colleg e pro­ 
fessors and other g entlem en of fixed incom es 
to whom the param ount question is the price 
of a suit o f clothes m ade from Eng lish g oods.

TIRED OF THE SOLID W i H . 


Roger A. Pryor, ex-Confideratc General, 
and a noted Southern fire-eater and fn e 
trader in past days, has been talking to the 
New York Herald concerning the effect of 
Harrison’s administration upon the South. 
Gen. Pryor was a faithful Democrat and free 
trade apostle in the late campaign, but it is 
plain that the election has made an impres­ 
sion upon him. 
He tliiuks that if Harrison 
will conduct his adm inistration upon two 
lines laid down in his inaugural—abstention 
from race controversies and lirm support of a 
protective tariff—he will break up the Solid 
South aud attach a very large proportion of 
the Southern vote to the Republican party. 
He sees but two influences operating against 
this tendency, and these are long association 
of the people with the Democratic party and 
the unwillingness of the leaders to surrender 
their hold upon office. 
But Gen. Pryor is convinced that the tariff 
policy of the Republican party is going to 
win with the people. 
“ Even in Texas,” he 
says, “ where there are no manufactures, the 
wool interest demands protection. 
The m in­ 
eral resources of Virginia, Alabama, Tennes­ 
see and other states also demand protection. 
Then, too, cotton 
factories 
are rapidly 
springing up in the cotton states. 
The com­ 
bined effect of these influences is to make the 
Southern people the champions of a protec­ 
tive policy.” And the only reason, sa>s 
Gen. Pryor, why the South has remained 
with the Dem ocratic'party in violation of the 
tariff convictions of the majority, is the de 
termination to keep the educated white classes 
in 
control 
of 
the 
governments 
in 
that 
section. 
He 
thinks 
Gen. 
Harri­ 
son 
intends 
to 
treat 
this 
race 
issue in a conservative spirit, and attaches 
much importance to his ancestral relation 
with Virginia. 
The General declared in con­ 
clusion that he was still a Democrat and a 
Southern man in his views of public policy, 
but “ did not believe that the disruption of 
the Solid South would be of detriment to the 
Democratic party.” 
Democratic solidity at 
the South had made a solid Republican 
North. 
For any loss of votes by the break, 
ing up of the Solid South “ the Democratic 
party would be more than indemnified by an 
accession of votes and power in the N orth.’» 
The victory is half won when Democratic 
leaders begin to admit that the Solid South is 
destined to be broken up. 
It is much more 
than half won when these same leaders con­ 
fess that the breaking up would be a good 
thing for the South. Gen. Pryor still adheres 
to the free trade theory, he thinks it a demon­ 
strable doctrine; but he has made the discov­ 
ery that “ other than mere economical inter­ 
ests must operate in the conception of a 
scheme of public policy." This will certainly 
fill with disgust our m ugwum p college pro­ 
fessors and other gentlemen of fixed incomes 
to whom the param ount question is the price 
of a suit of clothes made from English goods.

“ The fast-sailing packet ship Columbia 
arrived at New-York in 38 day s from Liver­ 
pool.” 
“ Great events may be expected in March, 
and war between Russia and the Porte is in­ 
evitable.” 
“ ¡several canals arc being cut out in Con­ 
necticut. 
When finished they will aggregate 
250 m iles and cost $4,000,000. 
This, for a 
small state, is certainly cutting out business 
on a large sca le.” 
The peiils o f the Hudson River in tiiose 
day s are shown in an item describing how 
Captain Kiting with his sloop experienced a 
violent gale o f wind. 
“ The waves dashed 
to an awful height,” during which he wit­ 
nessed the capsizing of a sloop loaded with 
flour and pork. 
lie reached the vessel just 
in lime to save the life of a woman by cutting 
a hole in the cabin with an axe. 
“ A m ila cow has just been sold in New- 
York for .$106. 
This cow is noted for the 
abundance and richness of its milk, which 
lias rarely if ever been equalled.

A man living on Fair-street, Kingston, Las 
in Lis possession a number of newspapers 
printed in Kingston in 1822. 
The following 
events of 67 years asm, taken from the paper, 
may prove interesting: 
“ The fast-sailing packet ship Columbia 
arrived at New-York in 38 days from Liver­ 
pool.’’ 
“ Great events may be expected in March, 
and war bet ween Russia and the Porte is in­ 
evitable.” 
“ ¡Several canals are being cut out in Con­ 
nect ¡cu!. 
W hen finished they will aggregate 
250 miles and cost $4,000,000. 
This, for a 
small state, is certaiuly cutting out business 
on a large scale.” 
The perils of the Hudson River in those 
days are shown in an item describing how 
Captain Elting with his sloop experienced a 
violent gale of wind. 
“ The waves dashed 
to an awful height,” during which he wit­ 
nessed the capsizing of a sloop loaded with 
flour and pork. 
He reached the vessel just 
in time to save the life of a woman by cutting 
a hole in the cabin with an axe. 
“ A milii cow has just been sold in New- 
York for $100. 
This cow is noted for the 
abundance and richness of its milk, which 
lias rarely if ever been equalled. It produces 
the enormous quantity of 20 quarts a day.” 
“ A woman iu the northern part of the 
State threw herself over a precipice 100 feet 
high. 
She had set her affections on a young 
man who had not made a proper return, 
which was the cause.” 
“ The drawing of the literary lottery was 
completed last week and the highest prize, 
$30,000, has been drawn by the State. 
Cold 
comfort indeed for the adventurers.” 
“ A French school has been opened in 
Kingston. 
The Professor will teach French 
by sectional divisions, through which if the 
pupil has passed be becomes a proficient.” 
“ The body of Jane McCrea, who was 
murdered and scalped in 1777, by u''party of 
Indians at Fort Edward, has been disinterred 
and deposited in a public cemetery. 
A large 
concourse of people attended the obsequies. 
Few of the bones were decomposed, and the 
traces of the fatal tomahawk in the skull 
were still visible.” 
"While excavating a canal at Jamaica, 
Long Island, the skeletons of a number of 
Indians were disinterred, and at the head of 
each was found a bottle of rum, a kettle and 
a tomahawk. 
These interments must have 
taken place more than a century since. 
Those who have tasted of tlie rum state it to 
be of the most exquisite flavor.” 
“ The Representatives of the House of 
Congress is composed of lawyers, 97; farm­ 
ers and planters, 59; merchants, 13; physi­ 
cians, l'j; manufacturers, four; clergymen, 
one: Total, 139.”

“ It was on a warm 
summer day. 
She was sent to spread wet 
clothes on some shrubbery near the house. 
Her mother conceived that she remained 
longer than necessary and seeing her stand 
unoccupied at some distance, she called to her 
several times, but no answer was returned. 
On approaching, she found her pale and mo­ 
tionless and fixed in an erect posture. 
The 
sweat rolled down her brow and her hands 
were clenched convulsively. 
A large rattle 
snukc lay on a log opposite the giil, waving 
his head from side to side, with his eyes stead­ 
fastly on her. 
The mother instantly struck 
him with a stick, and the moment he made 
off the girl recovered herself and burst into 
tears, hut was for some time so weak and agi­ 
tated that she could not walk home.” 
“ A duel will be fought in Georgia soon 
between a Colonel and a member of Congress 
because each favored a different man for 
President. 
Both are excellent shots and both 
may fall in tlie contest.” 
“ Innumerable flocks of pigeons liave for 
several weeks past tilled the air in all direc­ 
tions. In the woods, about 10 miles from this 
place, they have occupied a space for nesting, 
‘ so called ’ nearly 10 miles in length, and 
from two to five iu width; ‘ all things above, 
beneath and around’ seemed alive with these 
light winged tenants. 
Every tree was cov­ 
ered with their nests, frequently 25 or 30 
upon one. 
Gentlemen of this village have 
been out and after spending two or three 
hours in the wood returned satiated, and the 
prospect of a good dinner in the shape of 100 
or 200 pigeons. 
So thick were they that 20 
or 30 have in many instances been killed with 
a single shot.” 
An item of foreign news is given. A writer 
in Russia wrote a quarto-voluine in favor of 
liberty and equality. “ He was tried for a libel 
pon'the Government, condemned and sen­ 
tenced to eat his own words. 
A scaffold was 
rccted in the public square of St. Peters- 
burgii. 
Upon it stood the Czar and the exe­ 
cutioner. 
In the presence of an immense 
multitude the cover was torn from the book, 
the margin trimmed from the pages, and the 
author then forced to chew and swallow the 
printed leaves.” 
‘A few days before the Fourth of July 
there was a heavy hail storm. 
Hail the • size 
of a musket ball and some the size of a lien’s 
eggs fell. 
It* came down with such force 
that it broke the windows ot the cabin of a 
vessel on the river; drove all the passengers 
inside and completely cut the overcoat of the 
Captain to tatters. 
Such a quantity fell up­ 
on the deck,” said the person relating this in­ 
cident, “ that they were obliged to throw it 
overboard with shovels to keep the vessel 
from sinking. 
This hail storm ruined many 
meadows, killed fowls, beat off large cabbage 
heads close to the stump, swept the fruit 
from trees, and did other great damage.” 
An expert woman lias just spun a pound 
of wool into a thread of 163,000 yards, and a 
pouud of cotton into a single thread of 203,- 
000 yards.”

A man living on Fair street, Kingston, Las 
in lits possession a number of newspaper! 
printed in Kingston in 1822. 
Tile following 
events of GT years ago, taken from the paper, 
may prove interesting: 
"T he fast sailing packet ship Columbia 
arrived at New-York in 38 days from Liver­ 
pool.” 
"G reat events may lie expected in Mardi, 
and war between Russia mid tile Porte is in­ 
evitable.” 
" Several canals are being cut out in Con­ 
necticut. 
When finished they w ill aggregate 
250 miles and cost $4,000,000. 
This, for u 
small slate, is certainly cutting out business 
on a large scale.” 
The perils of the Hudson River in those 
days are shown in an item describing bow 
( hptnin Kiting with his sloop experienced a 
violent gale of wind. 
"T h e waves dashed 
to an aw ful height," during which lie wil- 
nessed die capsizing of a sloop loaded with 
Hour and ]>ork. 
He reached the vessel just 
iii lime lo save I lie life of a woman by cutting 
a hole in tlx1 cabin with an axe. 
" A milii cow has just lid'ii sold in New- 
York for $100. 
This cow is noted for tile 
abundance and tidiness of its milk, which 
has rarely if ever I (cen equalled. It produces 
the enormous quantity of 20 quarts a day.” 
" A woman in the northern part of the 
St ile threw herself over a precipice IOO feet 
high. 
She had set her affections on a young 
man who had not made a proper return, 
which was the cause.” 
"The drawing of the literary bidery was 
completed las! week and the highest prize, 
$30,000, has (teen drawn by the Stale.

Men named Layman and Pier, foundry men 
employed in New Ham burgh, were,drowned 
in the Hudson River, m idway between New 
H am burgh and Marlborough, yesterday af­ 
ternoon at about 8 o'clock. 
There were 
three men in the party when they left the 
Marlborough shore, near Hampton, in an old 
lieut unfit for service. 
Before starting they 
were advised not to attem pt the trip. as the 
condition of the boat made it unsafe. 
A 
strong wind Hail been blowing nearly all day 
which created a heavy sea. 
The men, how­ 
ever, would not lie persuaded. 
When about 
a half mile from the west shore the boat 
capsized, throwing its occupants overboard. 
The shouts of the men were heaid hy a man 
named Lawson, of 
New Ham burgh, who 
went to the rescue in a staunch yawl host. 
He succeeded in hauling one of the men into 
hi* boat. 
Before he could tflrn about the 
tide had carried the other occupants. Lay­ 
man and Pier, a long distance from him. 
A trout IT minutes afterw ards they sank from 
sight. 
They came from Now-York and had 
been employed in the foundry for some lime*. 
ANOTHER ACCIDENT.
